(Section  A.) 

PLAN:  Twelve  fireproof  “Class  A”  buildings,  as  enumerated  below.

PLAN. — A “Class  A’’  thoroughly  fire  and  earthquake  proof  group  of  build- 
ings, to  be  constructed  on  the  present  site,  the  property  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  an  additional  lot  of  land,  to  be  acquired  by  the  City  and 
County  in  proximity  to  the  present  site,  both  described  as  follows: 

Present  Site:  A lot  or  parcel  of  land,  480  x 8G6  feet,  bounded  by  Potrero 

Avenue,  Twenty-second  Street,  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  Twenty-third  Street. 

Site  to  Be  Acquired:  (Parcel  1):  A lot  or  parcel  of  land,  being  the  whole 

of  the  block  bounded  by  San  Bruno  Avenue,  Twenty -second  Street,  Vermont 
Street  and  Humboldt  Street.  (Parcel  2) : A lot  or  parcel  of  land,  being  the 
whole  of  the  block  bounded  by  San  Bruno  Avenue,  Humboldt  Street,  Vermont 
Street  and  Twenty-third  Street. 

Said  group  of  buildings  to  be  composed  of  a main  building  for  acute  and 
surgical  cases,  a group  of  pavilions  for  tuberculosis  patients,  and  a group  of 
pavilions  for  the  mild  infectious  cases. 

The  main  building  to  be  a six  or  seven  story  structure,  with  accommodations 
for  five  hundred  beds.  Said  building  to  contain  all  Administrative  Offices  com- 
mon to  the  entire  Hospital  scheme  of  the  City:  kitchen  and  dining  rooms,  oper- 
ating rooms,  physicians’,  examination,  nurses’  and  servants’  rooms,  and  all  other 
general  utility  and  storage  spaces  necessary  to  the  proper  operation  of  a modern. 
Hospital. 

The  Pavilion  Wards,  arranged  separately  from  the  main  structure  for  tuber- 
culosis patients,  to  have  accommodations  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  beds. 

Said  group  of  buildings  shall  contain  kitchen  and  dining  rooms,  such  admin- 
istrative, physicians’,  examination,  nurses’  and  servants’  rooms,  and  all  other 
general  utility  and  storage  spaces  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  proper  operation 
of  a modern  hospital  intended  for  that  class  of  patients. 

The  Pavilion  Wards,  arranged  separately  from  the  main  and  tuberculosis 
sections,  for  the  treatment  of  mild  infectious  cases,  to  have  accommodations  for 
fifty  beds. 

Said  group  of  buildings  shall  contain  kitchen  and  dining  room,  such  admin- 
istrative, physicians’,  examination,  nurses’  and  servants’  rooms,  and  all  other 
general  utility  and  storage  spaces  as  shall  be  necessary  to  the  proper  operation 
of  a modern  hospital  intended  for  that  class  of  diseases. 

All  of  the  above  buildings  to  have  the  best  lighting,  heating  and  ventilating 
installation,  and  a fully  equipped  laundry  to  be  upon  the  site.  Each  building  to- 
be  supplied  with  all  necessary  fixtures. 

The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  said  group  of  buildings,  with  all 
necessary  outbuildings  and  grounds,  and  the  lands  to  be  acquired  as  described 
above,  is  $2,000,000.

PLAN. — A “Class  A”  thoroughly  file  and  earthquake  proof  building  or 
buildings,  to  be  constructed  on  the  present  site,  the  property  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  and  an  additional  lot  of  land,  to  be  acquired  by  the 
City  and  County  in  proximity  to  the  present  site,  both  described  as  follows: 

Present  Site:  (Parcel  1):  Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the 

easterly  line  of  Kearny  Street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Washington  Street; 
continuing  thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  line  of  Washington  Street  160 
feet;  thence  at  right  angle  southerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  Dunbar  Alley 
137  feet  6 inches;  thence  at  right  angle  westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of 
Merchant  Street  160  feet;  thence  at  right  angle  northerly  along  the  easterly 
line  of  Kearny  Street  137  feet  6 inches  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

Present  Site:  Portion  of  which  is  now  under  acquirement  from  previous 

bond  issue.  (Parcel  2) : Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  easterly 
line  of  Dunbar  Alley  with  the  southerly  line  of  Washington  Street;  continuing 
thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  line  of  Washington  Street  106  feet  6% 
inches;  thence  at  right  angle  southerly  137  feet  6 inches;  thence  at  right  angle 
westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  Merchant  Street  106  feet  6%  inches;  thence 
at  right  angle  northerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  Dunbar  Alley  137  feet  6 
inches  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

Site  to  Be  Acquired:  Commencing  at  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  east- 

erly line  of  Kearny  Street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Merchant  Street;  continu- 
ing thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  line  of  Merchant  Street  168  feet  6 
inches;  thence  at  right  angle  southerly  108  feet  9 inches;  thence  at  right  angle 
westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  Clay  Street  168  feet  6 inches;  thence  at  right 
angle  northerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  Kearny  street  108  feet  9 inches  to 
the  point  of  commencement. 

Said  building  or  buildings  to  provide  ample  areas  for  the  present  and  future 
ueeds  of  the  departments  of  the  municipal  government  enumerated  below,  which 
shall  be  inclusive  of  all  public  and  private  offices  and  general  utility  and  storage 
spaces  necessary  to  the  proper  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  different  depart- 
ments. 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. — The  Coroner,  Morgue,  etc. 

LEGAL  DEPARTMENT. — District  Attorney’s  Deputy,  the  Police  Courts, 
Bond  and  Warrant  Clerk. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. — Police  Commissioners,  Chief  of  Police,  Detective 
Bureau,  Central  Police  Station,  City  Prison,  Drill  and  Shooting  Gallery,  etc. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. — Board  of  Health.  Central  Emergency  Hospital. 
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COUNTY  JAIL. — With  accommodation  for  200  prisoners,  arranged  in  such 
a manner  as  to  admit  of  extension. 

Said  building  or  buildings  to  be  of  the  best  office  building  type  of  planning 
and  construction. 

Said  building  or  buildings  to  be  built  of  as  many  stories  in  height  as  is 
consistent  with  sound  principles  of  good  design  and  proper  lighting,  and  of  a 
general  character  of  design  that  will  indicate  the  particular  functions. 

The  estimated  cost  of  construction  of  said  building  or  buildings  and  lands 
is  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars.

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THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  A SEWER  SYSTEM. 

DATA  AVAILABLE. — Fortunately  very  extensive  studies  have  been 
made  of  this  problem  and  printed  reports  of  the  results  are  available. 
However,  all  the  original  notes  and  large  scale  maps  of  existing  and  pro- 
posed sewers  were  destroyed  in  April.  1906,  but  the  undersigned  and  sev- 
eral members  of  the  engineering  staff  of  the  City  Engineer’s  office  were 
employed  on  the  original  work. 

The  following  printed  reports  are  available. 

“Progress  Report  of  the  Engineers  in  Charge  to  Devise  and  Provide  a 
System  of  Sewerage,"  (1892-1S93),  Board  of  Engineers,  Prof.  Davidson, 
Col.  Mendell,  M.  Irving  Scott,  Marsden  Manson  and  C.  E.  Grunsky. 

“Report  Upon  a System  of  Sewerage,”  C.  E.  Grunsky,  Marsden  Manson, 
C has.  S.  Tilton,  City  and  , County  Surveyor,  and  Rudolph  Hering,  Con- 
sulting Engineer,  1899. 

“Report  Upon  a Sewerage  System  for  San  Francisco,  Cal.,”  by  C.  E. 
Grunsky.  City  Engineer.  Date.  June  30,  1903.  Municipal  Reports,  San 
Francisco,  1902-1903. 

Studies  and  modifications  of  the  above  under  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  1900-1907,  by  City  Engineer  Grunsky  and  Principal  Assistant  En- 
gineer Connick. 

These  data  are  made  use  of  in  the  preparation  of  this  report. 

TOPOGRAPHY  OF  THE  PENINSULA. 

The  topographical  features  of  the  peninsula  on  which  San  Francisco 
is  built  have  been  finite  fully  described  in  the  reports  previously  made, 
and  are  fully  detailed  on  the  printed  maps  accompanying  these  reports. 

The  City  and  County  is  in  the  shape  of  an  irregular  square,  with  sides 
nearly  seven  miles  long  and  running  north  and  south  and  east  and  west; 
cut  of  the  northwest  corner  of  this  irregular  square  a smaller  one  about 
lour  square  miles  in  area,  is  cut  out.  The  east  and  north  shores  on  the 
peninsula  are  washed  by  the  waters  of  the  bay,  and  the  west  by  the  Pacific 
Ocean. 

The  natural  watersheds  are,  therefore,  three:  westwardly  into  the 
ocean:  eastwardly  into  the  bay:  and  northerly  into  the  bay  and  Golden 
Gate.  The  ridge  dividing  the  ocean  drainage  from  that  of  the  bay  crosses 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  county  near  its  median  point  and  extends  in 
a nearly  direct  line  to  Fort  Point.  The  elevations  of  this  ridge  range  from 
250  to  900  feet.  Thus,  by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  area  permits  of 
rapid  gravity  drainage.  This  ridge,  together  with  the  minor  subdivision 
ridges  control  the  division  of  the  city  and  county  into  sewage  districts. 

DISPOSITION  OF  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

The  topography  of  the  peninsula  of  San  Francisco  is  such  that  its  drain- 
age of  whatever  nature  must  be  discharged  from  its  easterly  and  northerly 
slopes  into  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  and  from  its  westerly  slope  into  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  No  other  rational  and  economic  disposition  is  possible. 

The  degree  of  dilution  secured  by  the  solution  of  proper  points  of  out- 
fall is  such  that  no  perceptible  polution  of  the  waters  of  the  bay  can 
result. 

POINTS  OF  OUTFALL. 

These  may  be:  (1)  Multiple,  or  to  the  most  direct  points  of  discharge 

■/.  conformity  with  the  plans  more  or  less,  followed  prior  to  January,  1900, 
which  provided  some  125  points  of  discharge  between  Hunter’s  Point  and 
the  Presidio,  and  which  have  resulted  in  the  nuisances  now  existing  on  the 
bay  frontage;  or  (2)  They  may  be  selected  as  recommended  in  the  reports 
above  referred  to,  and  which  are  reaffirmed  in  this- report. 


The  selected  points  were  chosen  hy  reason  of  the  strong  tidal  currents 
which  sweep  between  them  and  the  shore,  thus  giving  maximum  dilution 
of  sewage,  together  with  its  entire  removal  from  the  shores  of  the  bay 
and  ocean.  . , 

In  selecting  these  points  of  outfall  the  following  principles  have  been 
observed.  . 

1st.  To  remove  and  suppress  the  present  nuisances  around  the  bay 
frontage  from  Butchertown  to  Washerwoman’s  Bay,  notably  at  Islais 
Creek,  Channel  street,  the  foot  of  Brannan,  Washington,  Pacific,  Powell 
and  other  streets,  by  collecting  the  sewage  in  large  mains  and  discharging 
it  only  at  selected  points  where  tidal  currents  will  sweep  it  into  deep 
water,  distribute  and  dilute  it  to  the  maximum  extent,  and  thus  to  make 
the  shore  waters  of  the  bay  adjacent  to  the  wharves  and  docks  clean  and 
pure. 

2d.  To  preserve  forever  from  any  taint  or  appearance  of  contamina- 
tion the  waters  and  shores  of  the  beach  at  and  south  of  Point  Lobos. 

These  selected  points  of  discharge  were  determined  upon  only  after  a 
series  of  observations  by  means  of  floats  conducted  during  all  stages  of 
the  tides  and  over  a period  of  three  months  and  a critical  study  of  the 
results. 

The  points  at  which  the  sewage  will  ultimately  be  discharged  are: 

1.  Off  Hunter’s  Point. 

2.  Off  the  northerly  termination  of  Dupont  street. 

3.  Off  the  northerly  termination  of  Pierce  street. 

4.  Off  Mile  Rock  Point. 

The  plans  are  as  follows: 

1.  To  conduct  by  gravity  by  means  of  sewers  in  Milliken  street  and 
Tisitacion  avenue,  the  sewage  from  Visitacion  Valley  to  a temporary  out- 
fall in  the  bay  just  north  of  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  the  City  and 
County. 

2.  ' To  conduct  by  gravity  all  of  the  sewage,  together  with  that  frac- 
tion of  the  drainage  due  to  a rainfall  of  % of  an  inch  in  twenty-four  hours 
Com  the  Hunter’s  Point  district,  as  shown  on  the  accompanying  plan,  the 
aggregate  area  of  which  is  over  2,300  acres. 

The  main  sewer  will  commence  at  Mission  and  Springdale  streets  and 
follow  along  the  best  grades  and  alignments  in  a general  easterly  and 
southeasterly  direction  to  Fifth  avenue  and  H street,  where  it  will  dis- 
charge temporarily  into  the  waters  of  the  bay;  eventually  it  is  to  be  con- 
tinued to  Hunter’s  Point,  and  carried  into  the  deep  waters  of  the  bay, 
well  off  shore. 

Ultimately  this  gravity  main  will  receive  by  pumping  the  sewage  from 
the  flat  districts  south  of  Islais  Creek  Channel  and  from  those  to  the 
north  of  South  Basin.  At  selected  points  drainage  in  excess  of  the  rain- 
fall above  noted  is  to  be  carried  by  relief  sewers  along  the  most  direct 
lines  of  the  bay.  The  temporary  outfall  above  noted  is  to  serve  as  a future 
storm  water  outlet. 

NORTH  POINT  MAIN. 

This  main  will  commence  at  Treat  avenue  and  Twenty-ninth  street, 
where  it  receives  several  sub-mains  and  will  be  located  thence  along  the 
best  grades  and  alignments  to  the  outfall  point,  receiving  en  route  the 
several  sub-mains  serving  the  sub-districts  of  this  district.  In  this  loca- 
tion due  regard  will  be  had  to  the  results  of  studies  now  in  progress  as 
to  the  stability  of  the  foundations  at  certain  points. 

At  selected  points  this  main  is  to  be  relieved  of  drainage  water,  in 
excess  of  the  rainfall  named,  and  this  excess  storm  water  conducted  by 
gravity  relief  sewers  to  the  most  convenient  points  of  discharge  in  the 
bay  or  its  tidal  estuaries.  The  main  will  serve  about  eighty  per  cent  of 


present  population.  The  separate  system  and  pumping  stations  are 
n ssitated  bv  the  following  facts:  Over  the  district  east  or  Sansome  and 

i ween  the  bases  of  Telegraph  and  Rincon  hills,  and  over  the  flat  area 
: 'ween  Howard  street  and  Central  Basin,  officially  established  grades 
> too  low  to  give  adequate  basement,  and  sanitary  drainage;  hence,  these 
■ ; .a  rat  el  y wcred  for  these  purposes;  and  storm  drain- 

■ ■ , waters  must  be  carried  by  large  sewers  to  the  most  suitable  and  con- 
venient points  of  outfall  on  the  water  front  and  on  Channel  street. 

UPPER  ISLAIS  CREEK  SEWER  DISTRICTS. 

In  the  earlier  studies  made  of  the  disposition  of  sewage  from  the  upper 
Islais  Creek  sub-districts,  preference  was  given  to  passing  this  sewage 
i •.rough  the  divide  by  tunnel  and  delivering  it  into  the  North  Point  main; 
and  to  divert  surface  flood  waters  down  Islais  Creek.  This  preference  was 
veil  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  at  that  time  the  early  construction  of  the 
North  Point  main  was  probable,  and  that  the  construction  of  an  outfall 
...  Hunter’s  Point  would  be  delayed  for  some  definite  period  and  a tem- 
porary outfall  made  use  of  at  N street  South  and  Fifth  avenue  South, 
which  is  an  undesirable  point  at  which  to  concentrate  a large  amount,  of 
-(•wage. 

The  alternate  proposition  of  carrying  this  sewage  to  the  Hunter’s  Point 
out  fall,  under  the  changed  conditions  which  have  elapsed  since  these  first 
Indies  were  made,  has  not  been  given  the  necessary  study  by  reason  of 
lack  of  time.  The  modified  route  will  be  more  fully  considered,  and  the 
( nditions  should  be  made  sufficiently  elastic  to  permit  of  its  adoption, 
should  these  studies  show  such  modifications  to  be  preferable. 

:h  To  collect  and  discharge  by  gravity  mains  off  the  northerly  ter- 
i nation  of  Pierce  street  all  sewage  and  drainage  originating  north  of 
the  summit  of  the  ridge  commencing  at  Black  Point  and  encircling  to  the 
southwest  and  west  the  north  slope  of  the  bay  drainage,  aggregating  about 
8 00  acres.  This  district  is  designated  as  Harbor  View  district  in  the  report 
of  1899. 

The  mains  necessary  to  drain  this  district  are  in  part  constructed. 
They  are  to  be  completed  and  extended  to  the  proper  point  of  discharge 
well  off  shore. 

4.  To  collect  by  gravity  mains  all  sewage  and  drainage  from  the  entire 
ocean  slope  -of  the  peninsula,  and  discharge  the  same  at  Mile  Rock  outfall 
in  the  ocean  currents  washing  that  point.  (For  details  of  these  districts 
and  sub-districts  see  the  reports  above  referred  to,  and  maps,  etc.,  on  file 
in  the  City  Engineer’s  office,  to  which  special  reference  is  hereby  made.) 

This  main  will  commence  at  W street,  near  Forty-fifth  avenue,  and 
will  extend  thence  northerly  along  the  best  grades  and  alignments  to  the 
Mile  Rock  outfall,  receiving  along  its  route  the  sub-mains  from  the  Ocean 
View  district,  Sunset  district  and  West  Richmond  district. 

At  present  the  sewage  from  the  Richmond  district  is  being  discharged 
into  the  ocean  opposite  the  northerly  termination  of  Twenty-seventh  ave- 
nue, or  at  the  southerly  end  of  Baker’s  Beach. 

Ultimately  it  will  be  desirable  to  construct  a tunnel  and  discharge  this 
sewage  at  Mile  Rock,  the  present  outfall  remaining  in  use  as  a point  for 
storm  water  disposal. 

These  five  districts  will  cover  the  entire  city  and  county,  and  the  mains 
herein  proposed  will  be  built  with  a full  consideration  of  probable  increase 
in  their  population. 


CAPACITIES  OF  SEWERS. 

The  sewers  are  proposed  to  carry  the  sewage  and  the  maximum  amount 
ol  runoff  due  to  the  periods  of  intensely  heavy  rainfall  indicated  on  the 
rainfall  intensity  diagram  hereto  appended. 
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Wherever  necessary  the  mains  of  each  district  are  to  be  relieved  of  dis- 
charge in  excess  of  sewage  and  one-fourth  of  an  inch  of  rainfall  per  twenty- 
iour  hours.  This  excess  is  to  be  carried  by  relief  sewers  to  the  most  con- 
venient outfall  point.  The  relief  sewers  will  be  called  into  use  on  the 
average  less  than  thirty  days  each  year,  and  may  be  expected  to  serve  up 
to  their  full  capa'city  about  once  or  twice  a year.  Beyond  the  points  of 
relief  the  mains  will  be  reduced  in  capacity  to  the  sewage  plus  the  runoff 
due  to  one-fourth  of  an  inch  rainfall  per  twenty-four  hours. 

The  sewers  herein  provided  for  will  supply  the  necessary  outfall  to  all 
the  new  and  growing  sections  of  the  city  as  well  as  those  now  quite  densely 
built  up.  It  is  intended  that  by  the  later  construction  of  the  necessary 
sub-mains  and  laterals  no  portion  of  the  City  and  County  shall  be  left 
without  proper  drainage  and  sewerage  ’facilities.  Detailed  studies  are 
being  made  with  a view  of  reducing  the  area  of  some  of  the  pumping  dis- 
tricts, which  are  served  by  the  separate  system,  by  the  introduction  of 
gravity  pressure,  mains. 


PROPOSED  SEWERS. 

In  order  to  indicate  clearly  which  sewers  ‘are  recommended  for  early 
construction  the  following  table  has  been  prepared.  The  estimate  of  cost 
covers  the  construction  of  all  the  sewers  which  are  recommended  for  im- 
mediate construction,  even  in  those  cases  where  streets  are  not  now  ready 
to  receive  them  and  where  several  years  may  elapse  before  their  construc- 
tion. 

The  information  in  the  tables  relating  to  sewer  sizes  is  given  in  detail 
so  far  as  definiteness  could  be  given  to  the  location  of  sewers,  except  in  the 
following  cases: 

In  the  case  of  Yerba  Buena  District,  a complete  system  of  sewers  for 
the  collection  of  sewage  proper,  are  recommended  for  immediate  construc- 
tion, and  are  covered  by  the  cost  estimate. 

In  the  case  of  Mission  Flats  District,  the  sewers  embrace  the  entire 
system  of  sewers  for  sewage  proper  except  a few  local  sewers  on  un- 
improved water-front  property,  and  embraces  also  the  sewers  at  once 
required  south  of  Channel  street. 

All  of  the  structures  and  devices  of  every  kind,  including  manholes, 
connections  with  old  sewers,  relief  outlets,  pumping  stations  and  out-fall 
works,  which  are  necessary  for  the  successful  operation  of  sewers  now  rec- 
ommended for  construction,  are  to  be  considered  a part  of  these  sewers 
and  are  not  specifically  enumerated  in  the  following  table,  but  are  covered 
b,v  the  estimate  of  cost.

DESCRIPTION  OF  BONDS. 


Six  issues  of  Municipal  Bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  State  of  California,  were  authorized  at  a special  election 
held  for  that  purpose  on  May  1 1 , 1908,  as  follows: 

Amount  and  Vote  Thereon. 

Fire  Protection  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $5,200,000;  vote  in 
favor  of,  2 1 ,488 ; against,  1 ,636. 

Sewer  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $4,000,000;  vote  in  favor  of,  21,- 
401  ; against,  1 ,645. 

School  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $5,000,000;  vote  in  favor  of,  21  ,- 
397 ; against,  1 ,701 . 

Hospital  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $2,000,000;  vote  in  favor  of, 
21,263;  against,  1,733. 

Hall  of  Justice  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1 ,000,000;  vote  in  favor 
of,  21,133;  against,  1,875. 

Garbage  System  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,000;  vote  in 
favor  of,  20,653  ; against,  2,423. 

Purposes. 

The  purposes  for  which  these  bonds  were  authorized  are: 

Fire  Protection  Bonds  for  the  installation  of  an  extensive  high 
pressure  water  system  which  will  give  superior  fire  protection  to  the 
greater  part  of  the  thickly  built  portion  of  the  city,  and  designed  to 
be  the  most  serviceable  of  its  kind  in  the  world.  With  this  installed 
it  will  be  almost  impossible  for  a conflagration  to  ever  again  visit  the 
city. 

Sewer  Bonds  for  the  construction  of  a complete  sewer  system 
which  will  discharge  the  sewage  in  a manner  that  will  perfectly  safe- 
guard the  health  of  the  city. 

School  Bonds  for  the  construction  of  school-houses  to  the  number 
of  more  than  thirty,  replacing  those  destroyed  by  fire  in  April,  1906, 
and  providing  sites  and  additional  structures  in  districts  now  inade- 
quately supplied. 

Hospital  Bonds  for  the  construction  of  modern  hospitals. 

Hall  of  Justice  Bonds  for  the  construction  of  buildings  for  the 
police  and  other  departments  of  the  city  government. 

Garbage  System  Bonds  for  the  construction  of  modern  works  for 
the  disposal  of  the  city’s  waste  in  a sanitary  manner. 

With  these  improvements  the  City  of  San  Francisco  will  be 
equipped  with  public  works  that  will  insure  it  a prominent  place  in 


the  cities  of  the  world  in  respect  to  all  things  that  go  to  make  stability 
and  give  permanence  to  the  community  as  a great  trade  and  industrial 
center. 

Interest. 

The  bonds  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually  January  and  July  1st,  and  principal  and  in- 
terest are  payable  in  Gold  Coin  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  or,  at 
the  option  of  the  holder,  at  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  and  County 
in  the  City  of  New  York. 

The  denomination  of  all  bonds  is  $1,000. 

Maturities. 

The  bonds  are  serials,  are  dated  July  1,  1908,  and  mature  as 
follows : 

Fire  Protection  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1916,  and  one- 
fortieth  part  ($130,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year 
thereafter  until  1955. 

Sewer  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1915,  and  one-fortieth  part 
($100,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year  thereafter 
until  1954. 

School  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1914,  and  one-twenty-fifth 
part  ($200,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year  thereafter 
until  1938. 

Hospital  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1913,  and  one-twentieth 
part  ($100,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year  there- 
after until  1932. 

Hall  of  Justice  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1912,  and  one- 
twentieth  part  ($50,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year 
thereafter  until  1931. 

Garbage  System  Bonds  commence  to  mature  in  1911,  and  one- 
twentieth  part  ($50,000)  matures  in  that  year  and  during  each  year 
thereafter  until  1930. 

The  proceedings  had  in  the  matter  of  the  issuance  of  these  bonds 
were  under  the  supervision  of  Messrs.  Dillon  & Hubbard,  attorneys, 
of  New  York  City,  and  their  opinion  to  the  effect  that  the  bonds  have 
been  regularly  issued  and  are  a legal  and  binding  obligation  upon  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  has  been  rendered  and  a copy 
thereof  is  herein  published. 

There  is  no  litigation  pending  or  threatened  affecting  the  legality 
of  this  issue. 

The  bonds  are  exempt  from  all  taxation  in  the  state  of  California. 

The  bonds  may  be  registered  in  the  name  of  the  owner. 

The  bonds  have  been  printed  from  steel  plates  specially  en- 
graved for  these  issues  by  the  Western  Bank  Note  and  Engraving  Co. 
of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  all  precautions  have  been  taken  to  prevent 
counterfeiting.

(New  Series.) 

PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ISSUANCE  AND  REDEMPTION  OF 

bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  the  amount  of  $18,- 
200,000  for  the  following  purposes:  For  an  Auxiliary  Water  System, 
$5,200,000;  for  a Sewer  System,  $4,000,000;  for  buildings  and  lands 
for  school  purposes,  $5,000,000;  for  hospitals,  $2,000,000;  for  a Hall  of 
Justice  and  County  Jail,  $1,000,000;  for  a Garbage  Collection  and  Dis- 
posal System,  $1,000,000,  in  accordance  with  and  as  authorized  at  a 
special  election  held  in  said  city  and  county  on  the  eleventh  day  of  May, 
1908;  this  Ordinance  being  the  fourth  of  a series  of  Ordinances  to  be 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, under  and  by  virtue  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  incur  a bonded  in- 
debtedness of  said  city  and  county  for  the  purposes  herein  enumerated. 
Whereas,  A special  election  was  held  on  the  1 1th  day  of  May,  1908,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  Ordinance  No.  404  (New 
Series),  calling  and  providing  for  such  election,  and  Ordinance  No.  410  (New 
Series),  giving  notice  thereof,  reference  to  said  Ordinances  for  further  particu- 
lars being  here  made,  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  determined  by  Resolution  No.  2325  (New  Series), 
reference  thereto  for  further  particulars  being  here  made,  that  at  such  special 
election  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  thereat  were  cast  and  counted  as 
being  in  favor  of  and  to  authorize  the  incurring  of  a bonded  indebtedness  for  the 
purposes  and  to  the  amounts  stated  in  the  several  propositions  submitted  thereat. 
Now,  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  as 
follows : 

SECTION  1 . That  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be 
issued  in  accordance  with  the  result  of  the  special  election  held  in  the  said  city 
and  county  on  the  1 1 th  day  of  May,  1 908,  and  the  provisions  of  the  Charter 
of  said  city  and  county  and  with  Ordinance  No.  404  (New  Series)  and  Ordi- 
nance No.  410  (New  Series),  as  follows,  to  wit: 

1 . That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  five  million  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction  of  an  auxiliary  water  system  for 
the  protection  of  the  property  within  said  city  and  county  from  destruction  by 
fire  and  the  acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor;  that  such  bonds  shall  be 
called  “Fire  Protection  Bonds”;  shall  be  5,200  in  number  and  shall  be  num- 
bered from  1 to  5,200,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable,  one  hundred  and 
thirty  thousand  dollars  thereof  eight  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning 
with  the  lowest  numbers,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars  thereof 
of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of 
said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

2.  That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  four  million 
dollars  for  the  construction  of  a sewer  system;  that  such  bonds  shall  be  called 
“Sewer  Bonds”;  shall  be  4,000  in  number  and  shall  be  numbered  from  1 to 
4,000,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereof, 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning  with  the  lowest  numbers,  and 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same  day 
in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

3.  That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  five  million  dol- 
lars for  the  construction  of  permanent  municipal  buildings  to  be  used  for  school 
purposes  and  the  acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor;  that  such  bonds  shall

be  called  “School  Bonds”;  shall  be  5,000  in  number  and  shall  be  numbered 
from  1 to  5,000,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable,  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  thereof  six  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning  with  the  lowest 
numbers,  and  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers 
on  the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  the  said  bonds  shall  be 
paid. 

4.  That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  two  million  dol- 
lars for  constructing  permanent  municipal  buildings  to  be  used  for  public  hospitals 
and  the  acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor ; that  such  bonds  shall  be  called 
“Hospital  Bonds”;  shall  be  2,000  in  number  and  shall  be  numbered  from  1 
to  2,000,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable,  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
thereof  five  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning  with  the  lowest  num- 
bers, and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on 
the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

5.  That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  one  million 
dollars  for  constructing  permanent  municipal  buildings  to  be  used  as  a Hall  of 
Justice,  County  Jail  and  by  other  departments  of  the  municipal  government,  and 
the  acquisition  of  lands  necessary  therefor;  that  such  bonds  shall  be  called  “Hall 
of  Justice  Bonds” ; shall  be  1 ,000  in  number  and  shall  be  numbered  1 to  1 ,000, 
both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable,  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof  four  years 
from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning  with  the  lowest  numbers,  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same  day  in  each 
succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

6.  That  bonds  will  be  issued  as  aforesaid  to  the  amount  of  one  million 
dollars  for  the  construction  or  acquisition  of  a system  of  collection  and  disposal 
of  garbage  and  waste  within  the  city  and  county ; that  such  bonds  shall  be  called 
“Garbage  System  Bonds” ; shall  be  1 ,000  in  number  and  shall  be  numbered 
from  1 to  1 ,000,  both  inclusive,  and  shall  be  payable  fifty  thousand  dollars 
thereof  three  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds,  beginning  with  the  lowest  num- 
bers, and  fifty  thousand  dollars  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same 
day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid. 

SECTION  3.  All  of  the  bonds  issued  as  herein  provided  shall  be  of  the  form 
and  character  known  as  “serials.”  All  of  said  bonds  shall  be  dated  July  1 , 
1908,  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  5 per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi- 
annually on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  until  the  maturity 
thereof,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  the 
principal  and  interest  thereof  shall  be  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States 
at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  or  at  the  option  of  the 
holder  at  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  city  and  county  in  the  City  and  State  of  New 
York.

Sewer  bond  Redemption  and  Interest  Fund — 1908;  School  Bond  Redemption 
and  Interest  Fund — 1908;  Hospital  Bond  Redemption  and  Interest  Fund — 
1908;  Hall  of  Justice  Bond  Redemption  and  Interest  Fund — 1908;  Garbage 
System  Bond  Redemption  and  Interest  Fund — 1908. 

SECTION  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  sell  said  bonds  at  such  times 
and  in  such  amounts  as  it  may  determine  and  the  proceeds  arising  from  any  such 
sale  shall  be  placed  in  the  treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  “Public  Building  Fund” 
as  required  by  the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Fire  Protection  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in 
an  account  to  be  designated  the  “Fire  Protection  Account”  of  the  Public  Build- 
ing Fund,  and  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  for  which 
such  bonds  were  issued. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Sewer  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in  an  account 
to  be  designated  “Sewer  Construction  Account”  of  the  Public  Building  Fund 
and  such  proceeds  shall  be  exclusively  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  such  bonds 
were  issued. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  School  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in  an  account 
to  be  designated  “School  Construction  Account”  of  the  Public  Building  Fund, 
and  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  for  which  such  bonds 
were  issued. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Hospital  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in  an 
account  to  be  designated  “Hospital  Construction  Account”  of  said  Public  Build- 
ing Fund,  and  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purpose  for  which 
such  bonds  were  issued. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Hall  of  Justice  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in 
an  account  to  be  designated  “Hall  of  Justice  Construction  Account”  of  said 
Public  Building  Fund,  and  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  such  bonds  were  issued. 

An  account  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Garbage  System  Bonds  shall  be  kept  in 
an  account  to  be  designated  “Garbage  System  Construction  Account”  of  said 
Public  Building  Fund,  and  such  proceeds  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the 
purpose  for  which  such  bonds  were  issued. 

SECTION  9.  This  Ordinance  is  the  fourth  of  a series  of  ordinances  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  under  and  by  virtue  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  incur 
a bonded  indebtedness  of  said  city  and  county  for  the  purposes  herein  enumer- 
ated. 

SECTION  1 0.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

$4,000,000  Sewer  Bonds,  numbered  from  1 to  4000  both  inclusive,  and 
payable  $100,000  thereof  seven  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  beginning  wit 
the  lowest  numbers,  and  $100,000  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the 
same  day  of  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid; 

$5,000,000  School  Bonds,  numbered  from  1 to  5000  both  inclusive,  an 
payable  $200,000  thereof  six  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  beginning  wit 
the  lowest  numbers,  and  $200,000  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the 
same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid; 

$2,000,000  Hospital  Bonds,  numbered  from  1 to  2000  both  inclusive,  an 
payable  $100,000  thereof  five  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  beginning  wit 
the  lowest  numbers  and  $100,000  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the  same 
day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid 1; 

$1 ,000,000  Hall  of  Justice  Bonds,  numbered  from  1 to  1 000  both  inclusive, 
and  payable  $50,000  thereof  four  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds  beginning 
with  the  lowest  numbers  and  $50,000  thereof  of  the  next  higher  numbers  on  the 
same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be  paid; 


$1,000,000  Garbage  System  Bonds,  numbered  from  1 to  1000  both  inclu- 
sive, and  payable  $50,000  thereof  three  years  from  the  date  of  said  bonds 
beginning  with  the  lowest  numbers  and  $50,000  thereof  of  the  next  higher 
numbers  on  the  same  day  in  each  succeeding  year  until  all  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
paid. 

Said  bonds  recite  among  other  things  that  they  are  issued  pursuant  to  the 
constitution  and  statues  of  the  state  of  California  and  the  charter  of  said  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  amendments  thereto,  and  pursuant  to  ordinances  and 
proceedings  of  said  City  and  County  duly  adopted  and  taken,  and  a vote  and 
assent  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  all  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  and  county 
voting  at  a special  election  duly  and  legally  called  and  held  for  that  purpose ; that 
provision  has  been  made  for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  bonds  as  it  falls  due,  and  also  provision  to  constitute  a sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  said  bonds  on  or  before  maturity,  and  that  said 
bands  are  exempt  from  all  taxation  within  the  state  of  California.  We  have 
examined  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  state  of  California  and  the  charter  of 
said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  certified  copies  of  proceedings  of  said 
city  and  county  authorizing  the  issue  of  said  bonds,  also  the  form  of  said  bonds. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  issue  of  said  $18,200,000  bonds  has  been  duly 
authorized  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  and  statutes  of  the  state  of  Cali- 
fornia, including  the  charter  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco;  and  that 
when  said  bonds  have  been  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer  and  countersigned 
by  the  auditor,  and  sealed  with  the  corporate  seal  of  the  said  city  and  county, 
attested  by  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  coupons  on  said  bonds 
bearing  the  engraved  or  lithographed  signature  of  the  said  treasurer,  all  of  said 
persons  being  actually  in  office  when  the  bonds  are  delivered  and  paid  for,  and 
when  said  bonds  shall  have  been  duly  sold  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest 
to  the  date  of  delivery  of  and  payment  for  said  bonds,  and  duly  delivered  and  paid 
for,  the  said  bonds  will  constitute  valid  and  legally  binding  obligations  of  said  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.

REPORT  OF  ASSESSOR  SHOWING  VALUE  OF 
TAXABLE  PROPERTY.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN : The  Assessment  Roll  for  the  fiscal  year  1 908-09 
has  been  completed,  and  is  now  delivered  in  accordance  with  law  to 
your  Board,  for  review  and  equalization. 

The  assessment  of  this  year  is  of  exceptional  interest,  showing  as 
it  does  our  city’s  remarkable  progress  during  the  past  two  years. 

The  total  assessment  of  all  property  amounts  to  $453,551,184, 
which  is  a gain  of  $23,900,000  over  last  year’s  assessment.  The 
assessment  is  made  up  of  the  following  items: 

Real  estate,  $258,642,215; 

Buildings,  $90,996,500; 

Personal  property,  $103,912,469. 

The  greatest  gain  is  in  the  assessment  of  buildings,  which  is  $24,- 
181,299  greater  than  that  of  last  year.  If,  however,  the  assessment 
of  this  on  buildings  is  compared  with  that  of  1905,  the  year  preceding 
the  fire,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  present  assessment  on  buildings  is 
but  $6,833,665  less  than  that  of  1905.  A more  remarkable  fact  is 
that  the  assessment  next  year  of  buildings  now  in  the  course  of  con- 


struction  will  increase  the  total  assessment  of  buildings  beyond  that 
of  1905,  or  of  any  year  in  our  city’s  history. 

An  interesting  comparison  is  shown  by  the  assessments  given  be- 
low, the  first  being  that  of  the  year  preceding  the  fire,  the  second  that 
of  the  year  following,  and  the  last  being  that  of  this  year:

While  the  total  assessment  of  real  estate  for  this  year  is  about  the 
same  as  that  of  last  year,  it  must  not  be  inferred  that  no  relief  has  been 
granted  to  such  real  estate  in  the  burned  area  as  has  markedly  depre- 
ciated in  value.  Reductions  which  aggregate  several  millions  have 
been  made  in  the  assessment  of  such  real  estate,  but  these  have  been 
offset  by  the  gain  in  values  made  in  certain  outlying  sections  of  the 
City  which  have  enhanced  in  value  since  the  fire,  by  reason  of  the 
shifting  of  population  to  these  districts. 

Taxes  on  personal  property  unsecured  by  real  estate  which  are 
payable  to  the  Assessor,  have  been  promptly  paid,  and  the  collections 
to  date  have  reached  the  sum  of  $625,000,  as  compared  with  $416,- 
000  for  last  year.

STATEMENT  OF  BONDED  DEBT 


In  1904  there  was  authorized  to  be  incurred  a debt  of  $17,160,- 
000.  There  was  sold  of  this  issue  bonds  aggregating  $5,152,600,  of 
which  has  been  paid  the  sum  of  $1,716,000,  leaving  a total  outstand- 
ing debt  of  $3,436,600.  This  is  being  reduced  by  annual  payments 
amounting  to  $247,800. 

As  the  issue  of  1904  bears  interest  at  only  three  and  one-half 
per  cent.,  it  is  impossible  to  sell  the  unsold  portion  at  the  present  time, 
and  it  is  probable  that  the  greater  part  of  this  issue  will  never  be  dis- 
posed of  but  will  eventually  be  cancelled. 

The  amount  above  given  constitutes  the  entire  debt  of  the  City  and 
County,  as  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a “floating  debt”  known  or  per- 
mitted to  be  incurred  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California.  The  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  expressly  provides  that  no  debt  shall  be  incurred 
by  any  county  or  municipality  in  excess  of  the  annual  revenue  except 
the  same  is  expressly  authorized  by  a vote  of  the  electors.  This  Con- 
stitutional provision  is  as  follows:

Extract  from  Article  XI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
State  of  California. 


SECTION  1 8.  No  county,  city,  town,  township,  board  of  education,  or 
school  district,  shall  incur  any  indebtedness  or  liability  in  any  manner  or  for 
any  purpose  exceeding  in  any  year  the  income  and  revenue  provided  for  such 
year,  without  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof,  voting 
at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose,  nor  unless  before  or  at  the  time  of 
incurring  such  indebtedness  provision  shall  be  made  for  the  collection  of  an 
annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such  indebtedness  as  it  falls  due, 
and  also  provision  to  constitute  a sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
thereof  on  or  before  maturity,  which  shall  not  exceed  forty  years  from  the  time 
of  contracting  the  same;  provided,  however,  that  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  may  at  any  time  pay  the  unpaid  claims,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  for  materials  furnished  to  and  work  done  for  said 
city  and  county  during  the  forty-first,  forty-second,  forty-third,  forty-fourth,  and 
fiftieth  fiscal  years,  and  for  unpaid  teachers’  salaries  for  the  fiftieth  fiscal  year, 
out  of  the  income  and  revenue  of  any  succeeding  year  or  years,  the  amount  to  be 
paid  in  full  of  said  claims  not  to  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  that  no  statute  of  limitations  shall  apply  in  any  manner 
to  these  claims;  and  provided,  further,  that  the  City  of  Vallejo,  of  Solano 
County,  may  pay  its  existing  indebtedness,  incurred  in  the  construction  of  its 
water  works,  whenever  two-thirds  of  the  electors  thereof,  voting  at  an  election 
held  for  that  purpose,  shall  so  decide,  and  that  no  statute  of  limitations  shall  apply 
in  any  manner.  Any  indebtedness  or  liability  incurred  contrary  to  this  provision, 
with  the  exceptions  hereinbefore  recited,  shall  be  void.  (Amendment  adopted 
November  6,  1900.) 

By  amendment  adopted  November  6,  1906,  the  following  was 
added  at  the  end  of  this  Section: 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  city  of  San  Jose  and  the 
town  of  Santa  Clara  may  make  provision  for  a sinking  fund,  to  pay  the  principal 
of  any  indebtedness  incurred,  or  to  be  hereafter  incurred  by  it,  to  commence  at 
a time  after  the  incurring  of  such  indebtedness  of  no  more  than  a period  of  one- 
fourth  of  the  time  of  maturity  of  such  indebtedness,  which  shall  not  exceed 
seventy-five  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  same.  Any  indebtedness  in- 
curred contrary  to  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  void. 


San  Francisco  has  never  defaulted  in  the  payment  of  any 
municipal  obligation.

HEALTH  CONDITIONS. 


Dr.  Rupert  Blue,  Passed  Assistant  Surgeon,  U.  S.  Public  Health 
and  Marine  Hospital  Service,  in  a letter  dated  April  13,  1908, 
addressed  to  Mayor  Taylor,  states: 

“In  response  to  your  request  for  information  regarding  the  health 
conditions  in  San  Francisco,  I beg  to  state  that  in  consequence  of  the 
vigorous  campaign  of  sanitation,  the  residences  and  places  of  business 
are  cleaner  than  ever  before.  That  no  case  of  human-plague  has 
occurred  for  sixty  days,  and  there  are  no  cases  now  under  suspicion.” 

ANENT  THE  FIRE  OF  1906. 


The  loss  of  property  was  due  to  fire;  the  earthquake  damage  was 
nominal. 

The  water  supply  has  now  been  restored,  and  when  the  high- 
pressure  water  system  has  been  installed,  the  fire  protection  of  San 
Francisco  will  be  the  best  of  any  city  in  the  world. 


Nearly  all  lines  of  business  have  been  re-established  in  the  burned 
district. 

The  city  has  met  all  of  its  necessary  expenditures  from  its  ordi- 
nary revenues,  besides  which  several  millions  of  dollars  have  been 
expended  for  rehabilitation;  i.  e.,  the  repaving  of  streets  and  the  recon- 
struction of  public  buildings.  All  claims  against  the  city  have  been 
promptly  paid  in  cash  on  presentation.  No  “temporary  loans”  were 
needed  in  order  that  it  might  meet  any  obligation. 

TWO  YEARS  AFTER. 

The  Rehabilitation  of  San  Francisco  After  the  Destruction 
Caused  by  the  Fire  of  April,  1906.

The  pictures  given  on  the  preceding  pages  tell  the  story  of  the 
making  of  the  new  San  Francisco  better,  in  a way,  than  words  can  tell 
it.  All  of  these  engravings  are  from  photographs  taken  especially  for 
this  magazine.  They  show  the  marvelous  results  accomplished  in  re- 
building the  burned  district  since  April,  1 906.  Practically,  they  repre- 
sent considerably  less  than  two  years  of  labor  and  enterprise,  for  little 
permanent  work  was  begun  for  a few  months  after  the  fire,  and  these 
photographs  were  taken  necessarily  during  the  month  of  February  last. 
The  period  has  been  one  of  stress  and  struggle,  and  yet  no  San  Fran- 
ciscan who  has  been  through  it  would  have  missed  it  for  five  years  of 
routine  civilization.  Cheerfulness  and  sturdy  confidence  have  been  the 
marked  features  that  have  controlled  citizens  generally.  The  work 
already  done  shows  a city  of  far  more  substantial  construction  and  of 
vastly  better  engineering  and  architecture  than  before.  The  lessons 
learned  elsewhere  have  been  applied  here,  wherever  possible,  and  any 
number  of  original  problems  have  been  solved.  By  an  overwhelming 
vote  men  of  exceptional  qualifications  have  been  put  in  control  of  muni- 
cipal affairs.  These  have  not  been  content  in  merely  setting  things  to 
rights,  but  they  have  perfected  plans  for  all  the  necessities  of  a new 
city,  vastly  superior  to  those  of  any  other  municipality  of  equal  area.

The  Geary  Street  Railway  Bonds  offered  at  this  sale  are  a portion  of  an  issue  of  $1,900,000  authorized 
tor  the  purpose  of  constructing  a municipal  street  railway  on  Geary  Street  from  Market  Street  to  Golden 
!ate  Park  and  the  Ocean.

In  order  that  voters  may  act  intelligently  upon  the  matters  sub- 
mitted for  their  consideration  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  prepared 
this  statement  covering  all  matters  that  will  be  of  interest  to  voters 
in  this  connection. 

INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS. 

Two  years  have  elapsed  since  the  great  disaster  of  earthquake  and 
fire  wrought  destruction  to  the  City.  The  details  of  the  calamity  are 
sufficiently  familiar  to  the  voters  to  require  no  elaboration  here. 
• These  facts,  however,  should  be  borne  in  mind — that  the  principal 
“buildings  of  the  municipality  were  destroyed  and  serious  injury 


resulted  to  its  streets,  sewers  and  other  public  works.  For  a time 
succeeding  the  events  mentioned  the  efforts  of  this  Board  were  directed 
to  the  re-establishment  of  the  Municipal  Government  and  to  the 
re-habilitation.  of  the  several  departments  thereof.  The  energies  of 
the  officers  of  the  City  and  County  have  been  expended  in  the  direc- 
tion of  providing  a stable  Government  that  could  be  relied  upon  to 
furnish  protection  to  life  and  property  and  to  transact  the  ordinary 
business  of  the  municipality.  This,  we  believe,  has  been  accom- 
plished, and.  as  the  temporary  needs  of  the  City  have  been  satisfied 
it  is  proper  that  we  should  now  prepare  and  carry  out  a program  that 
calls  for  t'fie~c6nStruction  of  some  neiceSSaf-y 'iu.'^iovements  of  ar-per- 
manent  character. 

THE  FORMER  BOND  ISSUE. 

In  September,  1903,  the  voters  of  the  City  authorized  the  issue 
of  bonds  for  the  following  purposes,  the  improvements  at  that  time 
being  considered  of  great  importance  and  necessity: 

1 — Hospital;  2 — Sewers;  3— School  Buildings;  4 — Streets;  5 — 
Hall  of  Justice  and  County  Jail;  6 — Library;  7— Children’s  Play- 
grounds; 8 — Park  and  Presidio  Extension;  9 — Mission  Park. 

The  amount  of  these  bonds  authorized,  the  amount  sold,  the 
amount  paid  and  to  be  paid  July  1,  1908,  and  the  amount  outstand- 
ing after  July  1,  1908,  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  only  two  of  the  projects 
provided  for  in  the  old  In  id  issue  have  been  executed,  viz.,  Park 
Extension  and  Mission  Park.  The  other  projects  have  been  partially 
accomplished.  The  reason  why  all  of  the  former  bonds  were  not  sold 
ami  the  improvements  then  calculated  upon  were  not  made,  is  that 
the  bonds  bore  interest  at  only  three  and  one-half  per  cent  a year  and 
it  has  been  impossible  to  sell  them,  and  at  the  present  time  the  out- 
look is  such  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  sell  them  for  many  years  to 
come. 

THE  IMPROVEMENTS  DEEMED  SO  NECESSARY  FIVE  YEARS 
AGO  ARE  MORE  URGENT  AND  NECESSARY  NOW. 

In  the  proposed  bond  issue  it  will  be  noted  that  four  of  the  six 
proportions  to  be  voted  upon  cover  the  same  projects,  for  which 
bonds  were  authorized  in  1903.  In  case  the  new  bonds  are  issued

It  might  be  deemed  wise  to  also  cancel  the  other  bonds  outstand- 
ing in  case  it  was  necessary  to  extend  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
municipality. 

LIMIT  OF  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  limits  the  bonded  debt  of  the 
municipality  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  its  assessment  roll.  The  assess- 
ment roll  for  the  current  year  will  probably  be  $450,000,000  (last  year 
it  was  $41".), 000, 000).  Under  this  limitation  the  City  could  issue 
bonds  to  the  amount  of  $67,500,000.  There  will  be  outstanding 
after  July  1.  1908,  a debt  of  $3,436,400.  Adding  this  to  the  proposed 
issue  of  $18,200,000,  the  total  debt  would  be  $21,636,400,  leaving  the 
City  still  capable  of  borrowing  about  $46,000,000. 

As  the  acquisition  of  a municipal  water  supply  is  being  discussed 
by  the  public  and  seriously  considered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
it  will  be  noted  that  the  City  has  conserved  an  ample  borrowing  capa- 
city to  carry  out  such  a project..  The  liability  of  the  City  to  an  in- 
creased burden  by  reason  of  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  a water  supply 
should  not  militate  against  the  now  proposed  bond  issue,  for  the 
reason  that  a water  system  would,  in  all  probability  supply  its  own 
revenue  sufficient  to  pay  interest  and  provide  for  the  ultimate  pay- 
ment of  the  principal. 

In  the  proposed  bond  issue  it  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Supervis  . 
to  make  the  burden  as  light  as  possible,  especially  during  the  r :i 
coming  few  years,  when  the  people  are  endeavoring  to  rebuild  . : 
City  and  re-establish  its  business.  We  have  therefore  provided  li- 
the redemption  of  the  bonds  to  be  commenced  during  a succession  oi 
years,  commencing  in  1911,  and  the  amounts  to  be  paid  for  interest 
and  principal  are  shown  in  the  following  table:

have  produced  the  “ sky-scraper"  type  of  construction,  whi  !i  ■ .'i  for 
advanced  means  for  extinguishing  fires. 

The  large  cities  throughout  the  world  are  supplementing  their 
water  supplies  by  "high  pressure”  systems  designed  specially  to 
reduce  the  fire  hazard.  Insurance  rates  are,  at  present,  very  high 
and  a burden  is  thus  imposed  upon  all  classes  of  business,  and  may  be 
considered  a handicap  upon  industry.  In  order  to  place  our  business 
interests  upon  an  equal  footing  with  those  of  other  cities,  a reduction 
of  burdens  must  be  sought.  This  can  be  brought  about,  by  reducing 
the  fire  hazard  to  the  minimum  and,  correspondingly,  a reduction  of 
insurance  rates.  With  this  end  in  view  the  City’s  Engineers  have 
designed  what  is  said  to  be  a more  complete  system  of , fire  pro- 
tection than  lias  ever  been  installed  in  any  city  in  the  world. 

The  plan  as  submitted  provides  for  four  reservoirs  at  different, 
elevation-,  two  on  Twin  Peaks,  elevation  755  feet;  one  in  the  viciniffp 
of  Seventeenth  and  Ashbury  Streets,  elevation  490  feet,  and  one  on 
Junes  Street  between  Sacramento  and  Clay  Streets,  elevation  329 
feet,  tin-  purpose  being  to  differentiate  the  pressures  accordingly  as 
necessity  demands.  These  reservoirs  will  be  kept  full  of  fresh  water 
pumped  from  wells  in  die  vicinity  of  Seventh  and  Harrison  and 


San  Ei 


.supply.  Each  of  these  stations  will  have  a pumping  capacity  of  1,050 
gallons  a minute.  The  pumps  will  be  operated  by  electricity. 
These  pumping  stations  and  reservoirs  combined  will  furnish  a water 
supply  in  excess  of  any  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  any  fire  that 
has  occurred  in  the  City. 

In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  provided  two  emergency  pump- 
ing stations  for  pumping  salt  water;  one  to  be  located  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  North  Beach  and  the  other  on  the  Bay  Shore  near  Townsend 
Street.  Each  station  will  ultimately  have  a pumping  capacity  of 
16,000  gallons  a minute. 

Furthermore,  two  fire  boats  have  been  provided  for  the  protection 
of  the  water  front  and  shipping.  They  can  supply  8,000  gallons  a 
minute  against  a pressure  of  150  pounds  per  square  inch,  which  can 
be  delivered  to  a fire  directly  or  pumped  into  the  main  distributing 
system.  The  amount  of  water  that  can  thus  be  supplied  by  all  the 
pumping  stations  will  aggregate  more  than  40,000  gallons  a minute, 
which  will  exceed  the  capacity  of  sixty  ordinary  steam  fire  engines. 

The  system  is  so  designed  that  in  case  of  accident  to  any  of  the 
stations  or  section  of  the  distributing  system  it  may  be  cut  out  and 
the  efficiency  of  the  remainder  of  the  system  left  unimpaired. 

The  liability  to  damage  to  the  system  by  earthquake  has  been 
taken  into  account  and  all  stations  and  reservoirs  will  be  on  solid 
ground  and  the  main  pipe  lines  will  likewise  avoid  all  “fault  lines” 
and‘“made  ground.” 

The  distribution  system  will  be  constructed  of  special  cast  iron 
pipe  with  a view  of  withstanding  heavy  pressures,  and  of  varying 
sizes,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  different  sections  of  the  City. 

The  area  of  the  district  to  be  protected  by  this  section  will  aggre- 
;ate  about  5,200  acres  and  may  be  generally  described  as  that  part 
of  the  water  shed  lying  between  the  Potrero  hills  and  the  Golden 
Gate.  It  will  include  all  of  the  present  fire  limits  and  the  greater 
part  of  the  district  within  which  shingle  roofs  are  prohibited. 

In  addition,  plans  have  been  made  for  the  construction  of  a system 
of  cisterns,  100  in  number,  to  be  located  outside  of  the  protected 
district,  each  cistern  to  have  a capacity  of  75,000  gallons. 

As  the  installation  of  this  system  will  render  unnecessary  the 
keeping  of  fire  engines  in  the  district  thus  protected,  such  fire  engines 
can  be  stationed  in  the  “outside”  districts,  thus  giving  needed  pro- 
tection therein,  and  which  it  is  now  impossible  to  do.  In  other  words, 
THE  WHOLE  CITY  WILL  HAVE  ADEQUATE  FIRE  PROTECTION. 

The  system  promises  economical  operation  and  it  is  confidently 
prophesied  that  the  saving  to  be  effected  in  insurance  rates  will  more 
than  equal  the  amount  to  be  paid  by  property  owners  for  interest  and 
principal  of  the  bonds  to  be  issued. 

THE  SEWER  SYSTEM. 

This  project  is  a resubmission  of  a similar  project  in  1903,  at 
which  time  bonds  were  authorized  for  the  construction  of  a sewer 
system  to  cost  $7,250,000.  Of  this  sum  $724,800  has  been  realized 
from  the  sale  of  a part  of  the  bond  issue  and  this  sum  has  been  ex- 
pended and  a portion  of  the  system  constructed.  All  of  the  bonds 
sold  will  have  been  paid  by  July  1st  of  this  year.  It  is  possible  to 
sell  another  million  or  so  of  these  bonds  during  the  next  few  years. 
It  is  proposed  to  cancel  the  remaining  part  of  the  issue. 

The  original  plans,  known  as  the  “Grunslcy  Plans,”  have  been 
modified  in  several  respects  and  thus  it  has  been  considered  that  a 
new  bond  issue  of  only  $4,000,000  will  install  a very  complete  system 
and  one  that  will  meet  all  present  requirements. 

In  making  changes  in  the  original  plans,  the  idea  has  been  kept  in 
mind  that  every  section  of  the  City  should  have  constructed  for  it  a 
complete  system  of  main  sewers,  and  in  carrying  out  this  plan  no 
favoriti  i has  been  shown  to  any  particular  district. 

The  points  at  which  the  sewage  will  be  ultimately  discharged  are: 
1(1)  off  Hunter’s  Point;  (2)  off  the  northerly  termination  of  Dupont 
Street;  .’>)  off  the  northerly  termination  of  Pierce  Street;  (4)  off  Mile 
Rock]  northwest  of  Point  Lobos.  There  will  be  a temporary  outlet 
for  the  Visitacion  Valley  district  near  the  County  line,  and  another 
temporary  outlet  for  the  Richmond  District  near  the  southwestern 
( boundary  of  the  Presidio. 

Pin  ion  has  thus  been  made  for  all  of  the  so-called  outlying 
districts,  viz.:  Visitacion  Valley,  Bay  View,  Ocean  View,  Ingleside, 

Suns<  t Sunnyside,  Islais  Creek,  Potrero,  Richmond,  as  well  as  the 
“built  up”  portions  of  the  City. 

The  reports  of  the  City  Engineer  on  this  project  are  in  such  detail 
that  ii  is  impossible  to  give  them  in  full  in  this  brief  circular.  More- 


over, the  plans  are  subject  to  further  modification,  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  at  this  time  is  not  prepared  to  commit  itself  to  the  plan 
in  its  entirety.  Before  the  actual  carrying  out  of  the  entire  project 
the  Board  proposes  to  consider  all  points  involved,  and  so  far  as  it 
may  have  the  power,  will  insist  that  the  sewer  system  when  con- 
structed will  be  the  best  that  engineering  skill  can  devise  and  will, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Charter,  exercise  its  full  power  of  direction 
over  the  proposed  improvement  to  prevent  possible  error  or  injustice. 
The  Board  will,  however,  endeavor  to  see  that  all  sections  of  the 
City  are  provided  with  a sewer  system,  and  that  at  the  earliest  possible 
date. 

We  wish  to  assure  the  voters  that  the  construction  of  a proper 
sewer  system  is  a VERY  PRESSING  NECESSITY,  and  can  only  be 
secured  by  a bond  issue.  Postponement  means  a continuing  danger 
to  the  health  of  the  City. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

This  project  is  mainly  a repetition  of  a similar  one  submitted  in 
1903,  for  which  bonds  to  the  amount  of  $3,595,000  were  authorized 
About  $1,000,000  of  the  former  issue  has  been  sold  and  the  money 
expended.  To  carry  out  the  original  designs  for  new  school  houses 
and  to  provide  for  the  replacement  of  the  buildings  destroyed  by 
fire  (29  in  number)  the  Board  of  Education  estimated  an  expenditure 
of  $8,000,000.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  concluded  that  at  least 
$5,000,000  of  this  sum  was  an  immediate  and  pressing  necessity,  and 
consent  of  the  voters  is  asked  to  bond  to  this  amount. 

This  sum  will,  according  to  the  report  of  the  City  Architect,  pro- 
vide for.  the  construction  of  twelve  “Class  A”  fire-proof  buildings  to 
be  constructed  in  the  fire  limits;  nineteen  “Special  Construction,” 
i.  e.,  frame  buildings  covered  both  on  exterior  and  interior  with  sheet 
metal,  metal  lath,  and  cement  or  hard  finish.  Also,  three  “ Class  A” 
high  school  buildings  and  a “Class  C”  addition  to  the  Mission  High 
School.  Also  lands  will  be  acquired  for  new  sites  and  additions  to 
present  sites  to  cost  $595,000. 

The  schools  provided  for  are  named  in  the  Architect’s  report  as 
follows:

HALL  OF  JUSTICE  AND  COUNTY  JAIL. 

The  Hall  of  Justice  which  was  constructed  about  ten  years  ago, 
was  destroyed  in  April,  1906,  and  it  is  necessary  to  replace  it,  together 
with  the  Jail  and  additions  contemplated  by  the  bond  issue  of  1903. 
Nearly  all  of  the  additional  lands  necessary  for  this  purpose  have  been 
acquired  by  the  proceeds  of  the  bonds  sold  from  the  aforesaid  issue. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  purchase  a little  more.  The  building  to  be 
constructed  will  be  larger  than  the  former  building  that  was  destroyed, 
ami  of  more  substantial  construction.  It  will  be  of  “Class  A“  and 
fire  and  earthquake  proof.  It  will  accommodate  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, all  of  the  Criminal  Courts,  the  District  Attorney,  the  Health 
Department,  Emergency  Hospital,  and  possibly  some  other  depart- 
ments. As  the  reconstruction  of  the  City  Ilall  is  likely  to  be  post- 
poned for  a short  time  at  least,  the  necessity  for  the  immediate  con- 
struction of  one  substantial  municipal  building  is  imperative. 


GARBAGE  DISPOSAL  SYSTEM. 

In  1896  an  exclusive  franchise  was  granted  to  the  Samtary  Re- 
duction Company  (Assignee),  to  destroy  all  of  the  waste  of  the  City. 
The  works  of  the  Company  are  located,  the  incinerator  at  De  Haro 
and  Fifteenth  Streets  and  the  reduction  works  at  Fifth  Avenue  and 
M.  Street  South.  • 1 

The  City  Engineer  in  his  report  on  this  subject  states: 

“Ever  since  these  plants  have  been  in  operation  they  have  been 
creating  constantly  increasing  nuisances.  The  incinerating  plant 
being  located  near  the  center  of  population,  is  particularly  o«en,>ve 
The  open  bins  into  which  the  reluse  is  dumped  from  the  scavenger 
wagons  oermit  the  escape  of  obnoxious  sickly  odors  and,  in  addition 
large  quantities  of  rubbish  are  frequently  burned  m the  open  air  inside 
the  fence  inclosing  the  plant.  The  smoke  from  the  open  hres,  together 
with  the  sickly  odors  from  the  open  bins  pollute  the  atmosphere  for 
upwards  of  half  a mile  from  the  plant.”  . ■ 

‘The  principal  objections  to  the  incinerating  plant  is  caused  by 
the  smoke  from  the  stack,  which  contains  more  or  less  paper  and  fine

offense  to  the  residents  of  any  section  of  the  City.  • 

To  do  this  it  is  proposed  that  the  City  construct  two  modern 
incinerators  that  will  consume  all  of  the  refuse  in  an  absolutely  sanitary 
manner;  there  will  be  no  smoke,  no  obnoxious  gases  or  odors.  two, 
and  possibly  more,  such  incinerators  may  be  necessary  in  order  to 
obviate  the  hauling  of  garbage  for  long  distances. 

It  may  be  necessary,  in  order  to  avoid  complications  that  may 
arise  from  the  exclusive  franchise  granted  in  |s96-t“Purchase  the 
existing  crematory.  This  has  been  appraised  at  §38o,0U0. 

The  Engineer’s  estimate  of  the  cost  of  a plant  to  consume  700  tons 
a dav  is  $688,000,  and  of  a plant  to  consume  2.>0  tons  a day  is  $31  .009, 
or  $1  000,000  for  the  two  plants,  which  the  City  would  require  at  once. 

The  cost  of  an  outfit  for  the  collection  of  garbage  would
